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New York, July 5.—This city's of- 


ficial celebration of Independence day 
today comprised an unusually varied

Hall park to patriotic exercises by 
Scores of neighborhood oiganizations 
in different sections of the city, the 
unfurling of a huge flag in Broad- 
way, numerous memorial exercises 
and athletic contests. 


Features of the atternoon and eve- 


ning program were the Americaniza- 
tion day meeting m the stadium ot 
th College of the City of New York 
where thousands ot immigrants ad- 
mitted to citizenship here within the 
last year were to be addressed by 
federal and state representatives and 
numerous 
suffrage 
meetings 
and 


dancing tetes in the streets. 


The Americanization day celebra- 


tion was a part of the general plan, 
approved by President Wilson to hold 
similar meetings today throughout 
the country. 


The most 
notable of the sut- 


fragists' 
demonstration 
was 
the 


journey to the Statue of Liberty, 
planned for late this afternoon, when 
100 suffrage leaders were to listen 
to the -reading of a woman's appeal 
directed to the men of New York and 
protesting against political discrim- 
ination against women. This was al- 
so-rc&d at a large, number of street 
meetings conducted 
by suitragists. 


Tonight the women had planned a 
procession with floats in Riverside 
Drive, culminating in a mass meet- 
ing. 


In more than a hundred athletic 


centers schoolboys and girls contest- 
ed for prizes.

Muenter and men who knew him as 
a student in Chicago comparing de- 
scriptions of Holt with their recol- 
lections of Muenter were read with 
interest by the detectives working on 
the case. 
Photographs of Muenter 


were compared with those of Holt.

/. P. Morgan Out of All Danger But 


Would-be Assassin Holt Is a Wreck 


And Questioning Was Abandoned

Glencove, N. Y., July

Morgan, who was 
shot 
twice by 


Frank Holt last Saturday, is out of 
all danger. 
Hi* physicians so noti- 


fied his family fiis 
morning. Mr. 


Morgan's pulse was normal, his tem- 
perature was normal and he passed 
a restful night. 


Holt, the won i i-be assassin on the 


other hand, was so weak today that 
when his keepei- went to his cell to 
arouse him he t mid not sit up on his 
couch. Unless 1 is condition improv- 
es rapidly—and there seemed no rea- 
son to expect so radical a change— 
it will be impos-ible for him to 
bo 


taken into com' 
for examination 


next Wednesdaj 


All plans to submit Holt to a fur- 


ther questioning today were 
aban- 


doned because ot his serious condi- 
tion. 


Dr. Guy Cleshorn, the jail physi- 


cian, was summoned early to Holt's 
cell. 
The physi< ian examined Holt 


thoroughly and tound that his in- 
juries were grmer than 
at 
first 


thought. 
Extreme weakness seemed 


to be the chief H'ature of Holt's in- 
disposition. This was due, Dr. Cleg- 
horn said, to tin 
1 great quantity of 


blood which Hoi1 had lost from the 
wound over his < \'6. 


Two stitches had- been taken In 


this wound, but the flow of blood 
was not entireh 
checked. 
When 


evinced a tendency to bleed and all 
possible efforts were made to pre- 
vent a further loss of blood. In ad- 
dition, Holt sustained a black eye, 
his shoulder was severely wrenched, 
and he was struck a powerlul blow 
in the stomach which left a mark 
that had turned black and blue. 


"Holt is very sick," Dr. Cleghorn 


.said, "sick physically and mentally. 
He is apparently exhausted and ;s 
unable to answer questions." 


Sheriff Grifenhagen of New York 


county, came here today to question 
the prisoner. He stayed only a short 
time in Holt's cell. 
When he left 


the jail, the sheriff said that he did 
not see how Holt could be taken into 
court next Wednesday, the day to 
which his examination was adjourn- 
ed last Saturday. 


With 
the 
knowledge 
that 
his 


wounds were less grave than the doc- 
tors had first feared, Mr. Morgan 
rested comfortably at his home, East 
Lsle, during the night, awoke much 
refreshed and seemed cheerful. 
The 


X-ray examination of yesterday had 
dispelled fears that one of the two 
bullets had entered the abdomen or 
shattered the bone. 
Both bullets 


passed through the muscles of the 
hip and out through 
his clothing. 


Tho only possible danger, it was as- 
serted, was from blood poisoning, 
and this grew less with each succeed- 
ing hour. 


The physicians, therefore, felt jus- 


the wound was dressed today it stultified in telling Mr. Morgan's family 


after their examination of him today 
that he was out of all danger. 


One of the things that Sheriff 


Grifenhagen wanted to clear up, if 
possible, was whether Holt had been 
involved in the alleged murder of 
Mrs. Erich Muenter in 1906. 


Muenter disappeared from Harvard 


university after his wife had died, 
it was charged, of poisoning. 
He 


was never found. Former acquaint- 
ances of Muenter in Chicago have as- 
serted that pictures of Holt showea 
marked resemblance to the man they 
knew as Muenter. These pictures of 
Holt, taken after the shooting of Mr. 
Morgan, showed him with a bandage 
over his head and this, it was said, 
somewhat handicapped their efforts 
to identify him positively. 


There were also, it was said, many 


striking similarities in the known 
history of Holt and that of Muenter, 
and in addition, many points yet to 
be told the police about Holt's life. 
One of these points, it was said, re- 
lated to Holt's whereabouts in 1906, 
the year of the alleged murder. 


Sheriff 
Grifenhagen questioned 


Holt closely as to this. When Holt 
answered, it was to deny vigorously 
and emphatically that he was Erich 
Muenter. He did not know Muenter, 
he said, and had nothing to do witn 
the murder of Mrs. Muenter. 


"Where were you in 1906?" Sher- 


iff Grifenhagen persisted. Holt made 
him 
repeat the question 
several 


times.

New York, July 5.—The 
American 


line steamer St. Louis arrived here to- 
day from Liverpool. She was escort- 
ed down the English Channel toy two 
torpedo boat destroyers to a distance 
west of Daunt's Rock, probably owing 
to the presence on board of Mr. D. A. 
Thomas, the British capitalist and 
coal operator 
Thomas comes here to 


supervise and expedite the production 
of munitions for the allies. 


The two destroyers remained witn, 


the St. Louis two days and nights, 
it was said, and did not leave her till 
the war zone was cleared. 


When the St. Louis docked here, 


Mr. Thomas was met at the pier by 
Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, the British am- 
bassador to the United States, and 
William D. Straight, of the J. P. 
Morgan & Co. Mr. Thomas was" ac- 
companied on the trip across by his 
wife, his niece, Miss Jameson; his 
secretary, R. H. Carr, and two bus- 
iness associates, V. Lloyd Owen and 
R. H. Mahon. One of Mr. Morgan's 
yachts lay close to the pier, its name 
not being 
distinguishable through 
the pouring rain, ready to take Mr. 
Thomas and his party aboard. 


"I have come to America prepared' 


for an indefinite stay," Mr. Thomas 
said. "I may stay till the end of the 
war, and I don't know how long that 
will be. It looks as if the war might 
last a long time. But no matter how 
long it lasts there can be but one 
ending—Germany must be defeated, 
and will be. 


"My business in the United States 


and Canada—I expect to go to Can- 
ada very soon—is to co-operate witn, 
Mr. Morgan's firm and firms in Can- 
ada in the purchase of munitions of 
war for England. 
In this connectioi 


I want to say that there has been no 
criticism of the manner in which Mr. 
Morgan has fulfilled his contracts. 
What criticism there has been waa 
chiefly in Canada and was to the ef- 
fect that Canada had not been favor- 
ed so much in the award of contracts 
as the United States." 


Mr. Thomas said he did not care 


to comment on the 
latter subject. 


His immediate plans, he added, were 
not yet ripe for publication, but em- 
braced a trip to Canada within the 
near future.

PRICE EXPLAINS 


HIS RETIREMENT 


Lifts Veil Prom Management of Ohio State University 


—Places Blame on Thompson—Retiring Dean Tells 
Farmers How Politics is Responsible for Part of 
Trouble—Willis Wing, Noted Alfalfa Man, Says 
Agricultural Students are Discriminated Against by 
University Management.

Columbus, 
July 
5. — The 
fact 


tnat farmers ot Ohio are commencing 
to take an increased interest in the 
affairs of the college of agriculture of 
Obio State university, and not only of 
the college in particular, but of ths 
university In general, as a result of 
what has come to be known as "the 
Dean Price case," is being more and 
more impressed on official circles in 
Columbus. This interest is cr\stalliz- 
ing into what promises to be a con 
certed demand for a larger farmer rep- 
fesentation on the board of trustees of 
the university, which demand has just 
been voiced to Governor Willis in an 
open letter, published in the Ohio 
State Journal, from Willis O. Wing of 
Mechanicsburg. 


Ohio State university was founded 


as a college of agriculture, but that 
fact seemed to have been overlooked 
by university authorities until Dean 
Price took charge of the college about 
twelve years ago. It was not until 
that time that the college of agricul- 
ture commenced to grow. Dean Price 
did not content himself with working 
only in the schoolroom, with the 200 
or 300 boys then in attendance at tha 
college. Instead he worked both in- 
eide and outside the schoolroom; he 
fought for the college day in and day 
out, until last school year the number 
Of students under him was more than 
1,200 
and the college occupied third 


place of all such colleges in the coun- 
try. 


Dean Price even went so far as to 


go to the legislature to tell members 
that the college was not getting the 
money which its growth demanded 
and he succeeded in getting $15,000 
Which was badly needed. For this ie 
was called before the university trus- 
tees and scolded, and this was prob- 
ably one of the reasons for the '"fric- 
tion" because of which Dean Price 
•was demotsd by the board this spring. 


Statements Irreconcilable. 


Dean Price's friends never accepted 


the explanations given for his dismis- 
sal, one being that while he was a 
good teacher, ae did not possess the 
executive ability necessary in a dean. 
The dean's friends find it impossible 
to reconcile this statement with the 
known fact that the college, under 
Professor Price's management, has 
made such unprecedented strides in 
the educational world. 


There is another explanation given 


which many friends of the universitv 
think more plausible. 
It has been 


stated from the university that there 
was talk about two years ago of de- 
moting Dean Price and giving him a 
professorship. Now it was just about 
two years ago that under the leader- 
ship of Governor Cox the legislature 
passed the agricultural 
bill which 


placed all agricultural matters in the 
state under one board, in order to 
prevent a duplication of work and con- 
sequent duplication of expense with- 
out adequate return. This bill made 
the dean of the agricultural college a 
member of the ntate board of agricul- 
ture. 


University authorities opposed this 


bill; and it IB charged that at least a 
part of this opposition came from 
President Thompson, for the reason 
that he was romewhat miffed at the 
honor shown the dean of the agricul- 
tural college. It was his opinion, it 
was said, that if such honors were to 
be handed around at the university,, 
the proper person to wear them would 
be the president, not the dean of one 
of the colleges. It is a coincidence, 
if nothing else, that this law was 
passed, and the talk of demoting Dean 
Price began, at about the same time. 


If Dean Price's crime of getting 


$15,000 appropriated for agricultural 
college purposes was one of the oaur^s 
of "friction" between him and Dr. 
Thompson—and it seems it was—an 
investigation of appropriations for 
university purposes by those interest- 
ed mostly in the agricultural college 
reveals that there is need of some 
more friction of the same kind. Dr. 
Thompson does not seem to realize 
fully the farmers' interest in the col- 
lege, nor the importance of that insti- 
tution to the agricultural interests of 
the state, for in the letter written by 
Mr. Wing, previously referred to, the 
latter points out that the approrria 
tions for the arts college are about 
twice the sum per capita t'.iat aie 
given for the agricultural college. 


"At first thought," says Mr. Wing. 


"you would say that the 'ag' student 
since the oarapuernalla used in his 
education is more expensive than in 
the college ot arts, should receivo 
more than the students at the art coi 
lege per capita. Taking the year« 
1913 and 1914, I find that t"ne appro 
priatlon fc-r the college of agriculture 
was $82,000, with an enrollment o 
1,23« students; that the appropriation

was particularly true in the agricul- 
tural extension work under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Graham The ajrrlcnltnral 
commission act provide* that th« agri- 
cultural commission shull aava the di- 
rection and supervision of the octtui- 
elou work of th« co!le»e ol Agricul- 
ture 
Mr Graham was opposed to the 
commission aud refused to cooperate 
and to work with the commission ami 
wa* encouraged in his course by the 
university authorities 
"1 insisted that «he law should be 
obeyed and that he should work with 
the" commission. He complained to 
the president and board of trustees, 
+ 
* 
(and) the board indorsed his 
course and made no investigation ot 
tiie facts cf the case." 


. . .:ie colleg^ of arts was 
\\ith an enrollment of b97 student*. 
In other words, the college of arts re- 
ceived about twice as many dollars 
per capita as the college of agricul- 
ture received per capita." 


The university trustees made a pre- 


tense of making a full explanation to 
the farmers of ihe state, of their ac- 
tion in releasing Professor Price as 
dean, at a meeting of representatives 
of farmers' organizations, held re- 
cently at the university. D«^ Thomp- 
son refused to permit students to 
attend the meeting and likewise re- 
fused to make it a public meeting 
whicn all should attend. It has been 
said that this meeting was "packed" 
in the interests of Dr. Thompson and 
the board of trustees; at any rate, 
about half ot the seventy farmers 
present seemed to think so, and held 
a meeting in \\hich they adopted res- 
olutions of their own, giving their 
opinion on the matter at issue. Speak- 
ing of the meeting called by Dr.

Farmera think and act slow- 
ly, and a few active town boys easily 
take a meeting away from us. The 
statements made by Dr. Thompson, by 
The president of the board and by 
Judge McCann of Dayton were digni- 
fied statements, and were, I should 
say. accepted by the majority. Having 
been made and accepted, the meeting 
was risht promptly adjourned, before 
we had been allowed to ask a few 
questions that we wished to ask. We 
should have liked to have asked why 
Mr. Steeb should receive $5,000 per 
annum beside his fees from student 
unions, and also why tae students in 
the college of agriculture should be 
receuing only about one-half per 
caipta what the students in the arts 
are receiving." 


Asking More Questions. 


The questions being asked by Mr. 


Wing about matters not directly con- 
nected with the Price case are not the 
r>n"y questions beins asked concern- 
ing things at the university. One in 
particular is, to just what extent Dr. 
Thompson is mixing his position as 
president of a life insurance company, 
at a large salary, with his duties ac 
president of the university, also at a 
large salary.

church and Farmer's Hill in Gratiot. 
From Gratiot over the old National

which nitrate of soda had been applied 
there was a greater growth of timothy, 
orchard Rrass and weeds but very little 
clover. The treea on the nitrate plots 
were making a better 
growth, had 


darker colored and larger leaves. To- 
day while this condition is still notice- 
able yet not Jn so marked a degree 
evidently the clover is getting- In-its 
work. 
It is a question with us if this work 


had been started when the trees were 
first set out 
if the 
acid 
phosphate 


plots would not be equalling the nitrate 
plots an at a less cost. It certainly 
will be interesting to watch this work 
as the years go by.

CANOEISTS ARM 
CRAFT WITH A 


HAND TRAP 


By A. P. Taylor. 


When the warm days nf spring and 


early 
summer coax the wanderlust 


back to lite in the breasts of owners 
of the birch bark craft, something ia 
cure to happen. 


That something takes the form of a 


canoe trip in the case of a consider- 
able number of men who love to dip 
their paddles in some 
sequestered 


stream, glide swiftly out of earshot 
of the hub-bub and rush of a metropo- 
is and enjoy the freedom and health- 
fulness of the open country. 


A large proportion of those who 


lake these trips feel that to come 
away without a gun is to leave an im- 
portant accessory of the luggage be 
lind. Still they are not satisfied to 
merely shoot at stationary targets, 
and under the new game laws, hunt' 
ing has been restricted, so that any 
new method of gratifying the naturafl 
desire to shoot meets with instant 
and 
enthusiastic 
approval when it 


applies moving targets. 


Hence 
the 
introduction of hand 


traps will meet the peculiar require 
ments of propellers of the birch bark 
as nothing else can. Weighing only 
six pounds and capable of folding into 
a compact bundle, the hand trap may 
be readily stowed under the thwarts 
of the canoe, and upon landing is 
quickly and easily made ready to pro 
pel the "clays" with the speed of the 
wind or to lazily sail straightaway 
out o\er the stream. Any angle, from 
a right or left quartering "bird" to a 
dead straight one, and any distance 
up to 80 or 100 yards, with the "skim 
mer" upside down, on edge or in any 
other conceivable position, may be re 
leased from this portable trap capa- 
ble of suiting the need of the most 
ardent "gun bug." 


Trapshooting has formerly been im- 


possible for the one who would com- 
bine the pleasures of canoeing with 
the thrills of smashing the elusive 
clay birds, but hereafter parties of 
canoeists will prolong their stay in 
camp in order to prove their skill at 
"killing" these "birds" e'er they reach 
the opposite shore, and other parties 
paddling down stream will put Just a 
little more ginger into their stroke 
that they may arrive in time for a 
team match.

When a piece of iron is slowly heat- 


ed m a (lame It at first radiates heat, 
and as the frequency of the wave mo- 
tions lecomos greater it radiates light 
—fust red rays, then yellow and final- 
ly, if the heat is vcrv intense, a white 
light is omitted 
The led rays aie 


longer and of less frequency thin the 
blue. When white light is passed 
thioiigh a prism the waves are acted 
upon and are separated 
The red rays 


are diverted less fiom their pievious 
diiection than the violet 
This is ex- 


emplified bv light from a clear sky. 
Refracted bj suspended particles in 
the air, the blue iavs are diverted 
more than the otheis and give a blue 
appearance to the otbeivvise colorless

Care of the Mouth. 


The use of a tooth wash does not 


mmroneh the conditions of a laboratory 
test, though there can be little doubt 
that a good deal of gerraicidal work in 
the month is done by the vigorous ap- 
plication of tho toothbrush, and it may 
be pointed out that the tongue may 
well be included in the process. To be 
effective, however, the action of all an- 
tiseptics take* time, according to tho 
vitality of tho organisms they encount- 
er, and usually the tooth brushing 
process does not occupy many seconds. 
This question of time exposure is im- 
portant, but it is very generally over- 
looked and consequently the antiseptic 
treatment of the tooth falls short of 
thnt effectiveness which is shown to 
bo tho case in laboratory experiments. 
The tooth washing process should bo 
more prolonged and Ihe antiseptic wash 
allowed to remain in contact with the 
teeth and gums for some mlmitos in- 
stead of seconds before finally washing 
the month clear of antiseptic with 
plain water.—London Lancet.

To Create a Vacuum. 


If you have ever worked in a phys- 


ical laboratory you probably have seen 
a vacuum receiver and learned how 
difficult it is to create a perfect vacuum 
even with this instrument. 


A vacuum can be created in a single 


way by using two drinking glasses, a 
small candle end and a piece of blot- 
ting paper. The glasses must be the 
same size and of the thin glass kind. 
The candle end is lighted and put into 
one glass, the blotting paper is well 
dampened and placed on top of the 
glass, the other glass inverted and its 
rim placed exactly over the lower one 
and pressed down tightly. The candle 
will burn up all the oxygen in the 
glass and go out. 


The air in the glass, being heated, 


will expand, and some of it will be 
forced out from under the moist paper; 
then as the portion remaining cools it 
will contract and draw the tipper glass 
on the paper and create an air tight 
joint. The upper glass can be taken 
up and the lower will cling to it.—Kan- 
sas City Journal. 


His Yallerweed. 


Many persons are under the impres- 


sion that America has few, if any, na- 
tive plants worthy of cultivation in the 
home garden. They have been accus- 
tomed to look upon them as weeds and 
wild things, and so unfamiliar are they 
with native flowers that they fail to 
recognize them when they meet them 
outside their native haunts. A writer 
tells how he transplanted a stalk of 
goldenrod from a fence corner in the 
pasture to a place in his garden. It 
nourished luxuriantly and sent up 
many stalks as high as a man's head, 
each crowned with a great plume of 
brilliant flowers. A neighbor was at- 
tracted by the beauty of the plant and 
declared it must have cost its owner 
some dollars. When told, however, 
that numbers of the same plant were 
flourishing behind his barn he exclaim- 
ed: "What! You mean to tell me it's 
yallerweed!" And be went away with 
the air of one who had been imposed 
upon.—Country Gentleman.

Whale Curiosities. 


Little is really known about his 


whaleship. This is surprising, consid- 
ering he is such an Interesting subject. 
The blue or sulphur bottom whale is 
the largest animal living today. Spec- 
imens have measured eighty-seven feet 
in length, which in all probability 
weighed about seventy-five tons. Odd- 
ly enough, although the mouth will 
permit twelve men to stand in it the 
throat Is only nine inches In diameter. 
These particular whales feed on mi- 
nute shrimps—about three-quarters of 
an inch in length—and they probably 
never touch fish while they can obtain 
these. From the inside of one of these 
whales five barrels of shrimps were 
taken. 
The sperm whale possesses 


spermaceti in liquid form in the up- 
per portion of its head. Prom one of 
these whales twenty barrels of sper- 
maceti were taken out of the "case." 
This same type of whale also yields 
ambergris, that valuable substance 
used so extensively in the manufac- 
ture of our best perfumes.
